^ “ The advice these senior 
scientists gave our military 
leaders was less than ade­ 
quate. Sufficient information 
was available through tech­ 
nical channels as to what the 
Russians w'ere doing, but this 
information was not properly 
evaluated.

“ It is the over-conservatism 
of the big scientists, who in­ 
fluence decisions at the top 
level that is holding us back.

Nebraska has suffered another loss at 
the hands o f the House Apprbpriations Com­ 
mittee. It has reduced by $ 1.5 million funds 
for work on the Frenchman-Cambridge Proj­ 
ect in the Republican River valley in south­ 
central Nebraska. Unfortunately , it is a re­ 
duction fo r which the House committee can 
hardly be criticized. 
The funds were cut because contracts 
Ik*- 
tween (he hYenchman Valley Irrigation Dis­ 
trict and the federal 
government for repay ­ 
ment 
of 
construction 
costs are lied up in 
court litigation. T h e 
funds in question are needed for construction 
of diversion dam.s, canals and laterals for 
irrigation purposes. The dam and distribu­ 
tion sy stem become the properly of the 
federal government under contract propos­ 
als. Repay ment of the federal investment 
in improvements to be made would come 
from charges against farmers for irriga­ 
tion water. 
Ho wev er, these contracts between (he dis­ 
trict and the Department of Interior have 
beco me involved in court action over water 
rig hts. The question concerns natural flow 
div ersio n rig hts as opposed to federally 
sto red div ersio n rig hts. 
\ ’flftfrally , if natnral flnw Hivprainn rights 
automatically granted rights to stored wa­ 
ter, then there could be no recovery of 
funds spent on creating the storage area. 
Likewise, there could be no recovery of 
(•anals and lateral.s <on- 
Ihe stored water on the 


The House committee was only acting 
with good sense when it reduced or elimi­ 
nated an appropriation for which repay ment 
is based on settlement of a case now pending 
in the Nebraska Supreme Court. Without 
attempting or intending to say what the 
court’s decision in the matter will be, it 
can be said that an early decision is vital.

Ttie question is also one of right,s, regard­ 
less of economics. If natural flow' rights are 
left lo predominate over the right to store, 
distribute and sell, then the Interior De­ 
partment has expressed fear over the status 
o f historic water rights laws in 17 western 
states. 


There will be no relea.se of funds for this 
im|)crtanl project in the Frenchman Creek 
area until the court ca.se is settled. In­ 
volved is the irrigation of more than 11,000 
acres of land and the furnishing of a supple­ 
mental irrigation supply to another 9,000 or 
more acres. 
This sltiialion .shows clearly the mess N>. 
hraskans have created for themselves in 
so many areas of our resources develop­ 
ment. We have fought over water rights 
and water and power service rights until 
it is almost impossible to get any thing done. 
No sooner is a project for power or irri­ 
gation development announced than it is 
hauled into the courts 
by a conflicting inter­ 
est. This is certainly a 
wa.ste of valuable time 
and money . It creates 
confusion in the minds of the people of Ne­ 
braska and makes the approval of our 
projects in Washington many limes more 
difficult than .should be the case. How could 
the House or Senate know what we wanted 
in Nebraska when we cannot even agree 
among our.selves on what we want? 
At this point, it Ks hoped that the Supreme 
Court will act swiftly enough to permit 
favorable Hou.se action on the Frenchman 
proj« *ct if .such action is possible under the 
tinal court decision. For the future, it is 
hoped that Nebraskans will find som« way 
to settle their problems without spending 
so much time in the courts. This particular

Young Republican leaders from five stales 
heard some observations at

told the y oung party leaders that t he y 
should plug the man in election campaigns, 
not the issues. 
“We play down the issues,” he said, “ and 
w'e alway s will elect a Republican if we 
don’t di.seus8 the issues. We present the 
man.” Offhand, the remark create.s some 
rather mixed reactions. The statement does 
its bit for confusing us, too. 
It seems a little callous for any party to 
flatly maintain victory at any cost. That, 
it seems, is what this so-called Kansas 
leader has advocated. It W'ould seem that 
Mr. Mitchell has become 
a little too hard­ 
ened In the course of his pulilic life. 
We will agree that it is the job of any 


political party to get its candidates elected. 
1'he people of the United States expect their 
pariies to be strictly partisan and to have 
little prai.se for the opposition. But in getting 
il.s candidates elected, there are some other 
important objectives. 
Without knowing the issues and how a 
party stands on them, it would be imiMis- 
sible to have intelligent voting. M a y b e 
Mitchell has found the answer to sure-fire 
election but if the answer he gave the y oung 
Republicans is it, he would be just as well 
off keeping it to himself. 
We would hate to think the day has ar­ 
rived when candidates or parties need not 
tell the {H'ople what they stand lor. The 
fact that a man may be a success in bu.si- 
iiess, may be a good father, may be a good 
fellow, may go to church every Sunday and 
may have numerous other good qualities 
should not make him the people’s choice. 


Most Distinguished Graduate 
Pat Boone, the teen-agers’ singing idol 
and very popular TV star among the adults, 
has been graduated magna cum laude by 
Columbia University .

Canvassers are dis­ 
couraged. 
Idiiho needs a total of 21.- 
000 signatures by July 3 and 
slill lacks 5.000. The Cham­ 
ber of Commerce is taking 
half-page ads in the news­ 
papers urging people to sign

may have a right to vole 
on this issue in November. 
The whopping defeat of Sen­ 
ator Knowland, the man who 
backed right-to-work to the 
hilt, isn’t going to encourage 
the anti-labor drive in these 
states.

The stale canvassing board, ju.st now fin­ 
ishing its work on Nebraska’s primary elec­ 
tion, noted two interesting tact.s. 
One was that the total vole of 207,614 was 
(he second lowest since 1946, although it 
was in excess of the 190,612 cast two y ears 
ago. 
The other was that the ratio of Republi­ 
cans to Democrats remained fairly con­ 
stant, 64 per cent Republicans, 46 per cent 
Democrats. 
Election figures, of themselves, are not 
exciting. But when they are imposed on a 
background of other facts they take on living 
meaning. 
One of the more important of background 
facts in this instance is the estimated num­ 
ber of eligible voters in Nebraska. Secre­ 
tary of State Frank Marsh, quick to point 
out that no one has as y et come up with an 
exact number, makes a good estimate when 
he say s it is 800,(KK). That would mean a 
realistically attainable total of something 
over 600.000. 


Nebraska has actually cast as many as 
500,(KM) votes, but not lately . 
In the light of those figures one could 
a.sk, “ why is Nebraska ca.sting but afwul 
one fourth of its \oting capacity ? Is it just 
ixilit iraLstngnat ion ** 
Certainly Nebraska i.s not without issues.. 
It has a major educational problem. Its 
agricultural economy needs a lot of fixing. 
Taxation as a subject is a vexing one. 
Moreover, in these fluid limes, the nation 
IS confronted with formidable problems. 
It IS not a good augury , then, that Ne­ 
braska is taking its voting responsibilities so 
lightly . The state is to be reminded that m 
a democratic .society the ballot box takes 
on urgent priority .
